\ PRE-ELECTION SESSION? 
The provincial legislature meets tomorrow 
in what will be the last session of the present 
house unless the well-established rule of quad- 
rennial elections is set aside. With one excep- 
tion there has been a general election every 

fourth year since the province was formed. 
That exception was created by the legisla- 
ture elected in 1921, which sat until 1926. It was 
held, not without reason, that as a new govern- 
ment had come into existence in 1921 and no 
outstanding issues had developed in the mean- 
time, the existing legislature could be fairly 
assumed to reflect the general trend of public 
opinion until the expiry of the five year term. 


No similar ground exists at present for re- 
fusing the usual fourth year appeal to the elec- 
tors. The present government has been in 
power, with a change of premiers, for thirteen 
years. Conditions during the last three years 
have been such as to cause wide and uncertain 
fluctuations in popular sentiment. It cannot be 
said with tolerable assurance that the govern- 
ment now enjoys public confidence or that the 
legislature fairly represents the views of a 
majority of the electors. 

It: is therefore due to the voters that. they 
be given the opportunity to elect a new house, 
in accord with the established practice of con- 
sulting them every fourth year. 


A TIMELY GESTURE 

It will be good news to city councils and 
taxpayers that the Provincial Government may 
relent its hard-heartedness and continue to pay 
over to the cities the ‘compassionate allowance” 
that has been made to them during the Jast two 
years on account of the province taking from 
them the right to levy a service tax. 

The grant to Edmonton has been $60,000 a 
year, not a large sum in relation to civic finance 
totals, or in a season of good times, but a very 
real and substantia! item in these times of de- 
pressed civic revenue, It would cover Edmon- 
ton’s share of relief costs for a couple of 
months. 

Generosity should not be imposed upon, but 
seeing the Government is in this amiable frame 
of mind this might be a good time to tell 
the Ministers that the cities have some other 
“irredentist” financial claims which have not 
yet been recognized. To wit, a share of liquor 
profits, of proceeds from gasoline sales taxa- 
tion, and of amusement tax proceeds. In these 
directions also the province has raided doubtful 
territory and taken to itself revenue to which 
‘the cities think they are entitled in part. 

There is nothing like doing a thing hand- 
somely, and if the Government is minded to 
Settle these other claims, as well as continue the 


NO “RACE” IN SIGHT 


Sir Josiah Stamp assures the people of the 


United States there is no disposition on the part | 


of Great Britain to use its stabilization fund as 
a “war fund” to make the pound compete with 
the dollar in a struggle for money cheapness 
and world trade. Sir Josiah is likely to know 
whereof he speaks on that subject. 

Canadians may take interest in the matter, 
because of the prospective influence upon ‘prices 
of our export products, and also because we 
were told Canada dare not inflate its currency 
lest that should start a race of inflation, or a 
war of inflation, with Australia and the Argen- 
tine. 

If the United States and Britain can depart 
from the traditional gold standard, and strike 
out new and emergency money policies with- 
out losing their heads and plunging into a war 
of economic attrition, it is not very complimen- 
tary to Canadian common sense to say we could 
not do the same thing. 

And where is the race of inflation between 
Australia and the Argentine? There isn’t any. 
Yet each has inflated, and each knows the other 
has inflated. Each also knows that to carry 
money inflation to extremes would land them 
again in the morass into which they plunged 
by carrying the issue of interest-bearing bonds 
to the extreme. 

There never was any danger that they would 
do this if Canada followed their lead and de- 
valued its money into reasonable relationship 
with the deflated value of commodities. The 
supposed danger of an inflation “race” was only 
a bogey set up to frighten timid souls and re- 
concile the Canadian people to the demand that 
they pay tripled debts in dollars they could 
not get hold of.

Treatment of ‘Sick’ 
Gall Bladder 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


My many years of experience in private 
practice have shown me that most cases of 
“sick” gall bladder can be helped by fasting 
and dieting. Frequently the fast will reduce 
any catarrhal inflammation and is undoubted- 
ly beneficial in those cases where the duct or 
tube leading from the gall 
bladder has become clogged 
with mucus. The fast brings 
relief because it reduces the 
mucus and swelling in the 
duct and thus opens up again 
the channel through which 
the bile reaches the intes- 
tine. In addition, the fast 
may lessen the inflammation 
on the inside of the gall blad- 
der. The change from general 
ill-health seen when tlhe or- 


Dr. F. McCoy 
gan is inflamed to that of good health which 
follows when the gall bladder starts to do its 


work, is truly remarkable. 
The best plan is to use the short fast at the 


start of the treatment. You may use orange 
juice, tomato juice or grapefruit juice. During 
the time you are on the fast, be sure to take 
one enema daily. After the fast, use a restrict- 
ed diet, such as that given in my Cleansing 
Diet. If you wish to get this article, write to me. 

You are to avoid rich, spiced foods, sugar, 
starches, foods fried in grease, jams and des- 
serts. The drinking of plenty of water during 
the days is beneficial, and it is all right for you 
to take 6 or 8 glasses per day. The patient will 
recover more rapidly if constipation is strictly 
avoided, 

While it is very often helpful to secure mas- 
sage treatments over the entire abdomen with 
local massage over the liver and gall bladder 
region, such massage must be omitted or given 
very lightly during such time as any acute pain 
is noticeable. As a means of relief for the dull 
ache over the gall bladder, I suggest that you 
apply heat in some form. A good way to do 
this is to wring.a towel out of hot water, fold, 
and place next to the liver area. Change in 2 
minutes to a fresh, hot towel. 

Twice a day you are to take a warm sponge 
bath which will assist in promoting better skin 
elimination. In addition you are to begin exer- 
cising each day as soon as you come off the 
fast. I strongly urge that you begin slowly and 
increase the amount of exercise as your 
strength permits. 

To aid in removing the thickened bile from 
the gall bladder I advise the following method 
—at the time you are on the fast, on one eve- 
ning before going to bed you are to take: 4 
ounces of olive oil thoroughly mixed with 4 
ounces of grapefruit juice. This large amount 
of olive oil will stimulate the flow of bile. 
Sometimes the patient will note lumps of bile 
which have combined with the oil to form a 
soapy substance. When many of these green- 
ish lumps appear, this is a good indication as 
it shows that the bile is flowing more freely. 
Many patients make the mistake of thinking 
each lump is a gall stone, such is not the case, 
although, occasionally a small hard stone will 
be found in the middle of one of these soapy 
lumps. : 

Naturally, those cases of chronic inflam- 
mation which are in the first stages will re- 
spond most readily, but I have seen many cases 
of long standing in which the patient was able 
to greatly improve the gall bladder condition 
through following this method of treatment. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION: From Waukegan, Ill.: “Every- 
one tells me that I do not eat enough. I suffer 
from constipation which persists in spite of 
anything I try to do. Is there any helpful advice 
you could give me?” 

ANSWER: I would suggest that you try the 
stuffing treatment for constipation. As the 
usual thing, I advise the patient to use only that 
amount of food which is necessary, but I have 
found it is often helpful if the patient will stuff 
on certain types of food when constipation is 
present. The best foods for you to use are the 
non-starchy vegetables such as spinach, small 
carrots, small beets, endive, etc. Such veget- 
ables contain a natural bulk or roughage which 
will help to fill up the intestines and will en- 
courage better elimination. 

QUESTION—Mr. N. of Lewiston, Mont., 
writes: “I have an earache which the doctor 
says is caused by an enlarged tonsil.” 

ANSWER—Any type of throat trouble such 
as enlargement of the tonsil may sometimes 
involve the ear and produce an earache. As 
you probably know, the ear and throat are 
connected through the Eustachian tube. I be- 
lieve that, if you will use a curative diet to 
remove any inflammation which may be pre- 
sent, you will be able to return the tonsils to 
normal and will also find that the earache will 
be greatly lessened. 

QUESTION: C. L. of Cabinet, Mont., asks: 
“What is Rocky Mountain spotted fever?” 

ANSWER: Rocky Mountain spotted fever is 
an acute fever prevailing especially in Montana 
and Idaho, It is conveyed by ticks which have 
become infected by biting wild animals, espe- 
cially squirrels. It is characterized by chiils, 
fever, general pain and a rash. This fever 
usually lasts about four weeks,

— A Day in Canadian History — 
By FRED WILLIAMS 


On this day, in 1867, the Earl of 
Carnarvon, then Colonial Secre- 
tary, introduced in the House of 
Lords “An Act for the Union of 
Canada”, Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick and the Government 
thereof and for ptrposes con- 
nected therewith”. 

In this statute, better known as 
the British North America Act, 
is the constitution of the Domin- 
ion of Canada, Although not very 
enthusiastic about the measure 
(few British statesmen were) 
Lord Carnarvon predicted a un- 
ion of all the British possessions 
in North America from ocean to 
ocean, which came true (with the 
exception of Newfoundland) in 
1873 when the entry of Prince 
Edward Island completed the 
confederation, Manitoba came in 
in 1870, but it was not until 1905 
that the Provinces of Alberta and 
Saskatchewan were created out 
of the North West Territories. 

The bill was in due course 
sent to the House of Commons 


| which passed it on March 8 and 


it was given royal assent on 
March 29, but it was not pro- 
claimed until May 22 when it was 
ordered that the act should come 
into force on July Ist.

If John A. Macdonald had had 
his way this country would have 
been the Kingdom of Canada in- 
stead of the Dominion of Canada, 
Years later, in a letter to Lord 
John wrote that 
the change of title from Kingdom 
to Dominion was made at the in- 
stance of the Earl of Derby, then 
foreign minister, “who feared the 
first name would wound the sen- 
sibilities of the Yankees. I men- 
tioned this incident .n our history 
to Lord Beaconsfield in 1879 who 
said ‘I was not aware of the cir- 
cumstances, but it is so like Der- 
by—a very good feliow, but who 
lives in a region of perpetual 
funk’.” 

Sir John was sure that had 
“united Canada been declared to 
be an auxiliary kingdom, as it 
was in the Canadian draft of the 
_bill, the Australian colonies 
would shave been applying to be 
placed in the same rank as the 
Kingdom of Canada.” 

Thus the Father of Confeder- 
ation foresaw what has practic- 
#lly come to pass, an independent 
Canada with a governor general 
as the personal representative 
of the king and not, as at. firet, 
of the British government.

DENTISTS HEAR 
DR. C. TAYLOR 


In an informative address to the | 
Dental Society, Dr. Carleton Tayl-| 
or discussed many popular miscon- 
ceptions of psychology and showed 
in a very interesting way: how a 
scientific knowledge of the work- 
ings of the mind could be applied | 
in curing long-standing troubles. | 
Freud, Dr. Taylor pointed out, was| 
the pioneer in the exploration of 
the subconscious. After him Jung 
divided people into two main types: 
introverts who are of a reflective | 
character, and extroverts who find | 
expression in action. It was left to 
Adler, however, to trace the “in- 
feriority complex” to its lair. 

As a result of these researches 
and-of others, Dr. Taylor argued, | 
it has become established that the 
subconscious is often the cause of 
physical as well as of mental dis- 
orders. By means of illustrations 
from his own experience he dem- 
onstrated how patients whose ail- 
ments seemed inexplicable could 
be brought back to health and 
rormalcy by an analysis of their 
mental condition and an explana- | 
tion to them of the subconscious 
causes of their troubles. 

Dr. Taylor contended thct malad- 
justments to environment is respon- 
sible for many illnesses in modern 
society. This, he suggested, was in- 
evitable in view of the restraints 
of modern civilization—particularly 
in a period of acute depression and 
fierce competition. The situation 
in Germany today, for instance, 
might find a partial explanation in 
a psychological condition of mind 
produced in part by post-war dif- 
ficulties and in part by intensive 
propaganda, In the field of religion 
again many inhibitions and re- 
straints are set up in childhood 
which have ultimately a serious ef- 
fect on the adult individual long 
after the original cause has been 
forgotten. 

This “forgotten inhibition” is one 
of the most potent causes of mal- 
adjustment to environment and the 
source of many mental disorders. 

Dr. Taylor made out a strong 
case for the necessity of the modern 
physician possessing an under- 
standing of the principles of psy- 
chology and said that in many cases 
the mental approach is the correct 
one, even for patients whose ills 
appear to be entirely physical.
